And 
therefore ſmall need there isof theſe Motiues,when 


we our ſelues many of vs, helped that way by nur own 
corruption,moue already down the hil to our deſtruc- 


tion. Bur rather great neceſsity haue wee to remoue 


the,and to ſtay our mo before y break-necke of truth 
and true religion befall vnto vs. Againe, asthehurtis 
manifeſt,ſois the daunger cuident: For asaſtumbling 
blocke vnto the blinde, ſo theſe Mortiues croſsing the 
way ofthe ſimple , will cauſe rhem to ſtumble and fall, 
Beſides this,the change of Common-wealths is ob- 
ſerued by the learned to come , not from fortune; for 
that is idle and propnhane [nor from any fatall periode 
or reuolution of the ſtars; for thatis but an aſtronomi- 
call fancy: neither yet wholy from the maners of men 
and their diſpoſitions ; for that is bur a philoſophicall 
conieAture: But eſpecially,ir beginneth wich y change 
of religion; for that is a theologicall rule. And it 1sno- 
ted by many ofnote,thart there ſiIdomie hath beene ei- 
ther with vs,orelſe where in Chriſtedom, any altera- 
tion of gouernment, but ſome notorious hereticks,or 
{chiſmatickes haue gone before, asſignes and tokens 
of troubles already begun in the Church, and immi- 
nent dangers eftſoones inſuing vpon the Common- 
wealth. And therefore very neceſlary itis for thepre- 
ſeruation of the peace of both ſtates, toremoouethe 
fewelloftheſe fames,and to ſtop the gap or fillvp the 
breach whereat the enemy laboreth to getin vnto vs.

This complaint of diſcontent ended. andaunſwered, 
the expoſtulation of vnkindnes in the ſecond queſtion 
rubbeth yet harder vpon me.

| Bl is counſell though ir beare the face of good 
regarde; yet hath it the hart of raſh attempte. 
Truth may bee tried, but faith muſt not be prouo- 
ked.For the triall oftruth maketh ir perte&: but 
the doubting in faith, raketh away the ſtrength of 
faith . And therefore when there is queſtion of 
truth,it is good to be circumſpecte; & when there: 
1s controuerſie of faith, it is beſt ro bee conſtante. 
What raſhneſlethen is itin a matter of faith to go 
a{tde,wherby bothfaith and the truth be forſaken?

All particular con- 
trouerſies in themſelues: I had alwaics thought 
thatin the thinges themſclues there is no contro- 
uerſie,ncither yet in the propoſitions themſclues 
15 there any probabilitie. But _— propoſitionin 
it felfe is eyther ſimply true,or f1mply falſe; bur 
vnto vs who like night-rauens behold thelight of 
the truth,things be made controuecrlies, and pro= 
poſitions become probable; not becauſe they are 
ſo-inthemſclues, but becauſe we thinke them fo: 
neither by reaſon that their cauſes bee doubtfull; 
but becauſe we doubt of their cauſes,this cauſeth

Vhome] doubt not with lefle adoe, in the 
ſequell of this traQtateto diſplace. In the meane 
time let vs'conſider his cunning in making his Jad- 
der. The ſcriptureis authorized notin theletter 
but in rhe ſence, Beholde his boldnes; faint Pasle 
inthe ſecond chapter to the Rom. and in the ſe- 
cond epiſtle and third chapter to the Corin. ſpea- 
keth otherwiſe; For hee maketh the oppoſition 
berweene the letter and the ſpirit: but our aduer- 
ſary is wiſer then the apoſtle, and he maketh the 
oppoſition between the letter andthe ſenſe ; lea- 
uing out in greate wiſdome the ſpirit , becauſe he 


kneweit would marre all their markets; as being

that which the church of Rome,of all other chur- 
ches,medleth leaſt with. Neither, l am afraid,doth 
the ſpirit loue ro communicate much with them. 
But howſocuer he forgetteth himſelfe, wee mult 
challenge vnto the ſpirit his vpper place and dig- 
nitie:which is,to authorize the worde of God. In 
the worde of man bee Sen/ws humani, humane 
ſence that gijueth credit vntoit- but in the worde 
of God, there is Spiri/us Dez, the ſpirite of God 
that authorizeth it. And looke what ſenceis tothe 
word of man,the ſame is the ſpiritto the worde of 
God. Andſurely they make butbaſe account of 
the worde of God that cenſure it inthe —__ 
ting no difference betweene the worde of God, 
__ the wordeof man; naye itſeemeth they pre- 
ferre the worde of man before the worde of God, 
when they place the whole authoritic thereof in 
the ſence,and the ſence itſe]te and credit thereof 
in the expolitours,which be indeed the buts that 
the moterſhooteth at inthis place. For thus hee 
concludeth. The queſtion arlaſt is remoued from 
the text to the interpretour,from the ſcripture vy- 
to men. Very badly,belecue meis itremoued,and 
itis long ofthemſclues. For were it that they.did 
attribute all tothe ſpirit as we do,and not inſteade 
_ ofthe Apoſtle his ſpicite,bring in their ſence, that 
they themſelues might haue ſome authoritic ouer 
theworde of God, becauſe they thinke they haue 
ſome ſenſe: there needed no remoue from text to 
interpretour, from the ſcripture vnto.men.

to be found, that not to bee accounted ſcripture. 
Which may very well be done & eaſely be found 
our by conference of places:in that the ſpirite is 
oneandthe ſame'itnallplaces,alwaics alike, like it 
ſelfe alwaies, & neuer differing in any point from 
itſclfe. And therfore where there is any difference 
in ſubſtance of doctrine,there mult needes bee a 
diftcring ſpirite, whereby that place that thus dif- 
fereth from ſome one, or many places of the ca- 
nonicallſcripture,and knowne word of God: may 
juſtly beſtſpeecd to be the worde of man. Andas 
forthe diuerſitic of expoſition, according to the 
yarictie of factions mreligion,(which the moter 
juſtly raxech,with leading, drawing, and writhing 
the worde of God ro ſerue their owne turne ) it ts 
not the outward ſhewe, merit or worth of the ex- 
poſttours,but che inward working of the ſpirite of 
God,that doth refolue the mind ſtudious of the 
truth, being firſt ſanctified by praier and prepared 
by humility. For what faith our fautor Chriſt ſpea- 
king of the ſame ſpirit in the goſpel? He ſha] leade 
youintoall truth, And therctore he onely is the 
competent iudge:neither ought we to rely vpon 
any mans indgemen:, beſides this : becauſe euery 


manwill bring fomthing of his owne,howſocuer, 


itmay be he is inſtructed in ſome pointes by this 
ſpirite. The heathen Philoſopher &new this, that 


mans indgmentis tempered with the hand of his. 


affection: andtherefore hee eſpecially commen- 
deth thoſe lawes, that leaue leaſt to the will, and 
diſcretion 
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diſcretion of the iudge. And ſolikewiſeas thatlawe, 


ſois thatreligion moſt ſound, that referreth al rothe 

written w—_ of God; leauing leaſt in the power and 

hand of mans indgment:whereforethat I may con- 

clude this point,and aunſwere him in all pointes, [ 

w_ make a truer gradation, I hope, then hee hath 
one. | 

All controuerſies in the world ſtand vpon their 
yea & nay,but vato vs require proofe,which proofe 
is limited by faith, which taich is grounded wholy 
vpon the ſcripture,which ſcripture 1s authorized not 
in theletter but inthe ſpirit. 

So that a mind ſtudious of the truth is now to 
cometo his laſt labour,to beggeatthe hands of his 
heauenly Father, that he would giue himſuch a por-

that he may,toſhew the Romiſh (whom he vainly 
calleth catholick Jpart,to be the onely lawfull heires 
of ſound interpretation;which ſhew of his is brauely 
ſer out with ſix pagents.Firſt,as of moſt worth,com

WL 
From Adam to Moiſes is accounted the firſt age of 
the worldezfrom Moyſes to Chriſt the ſecond age 
of tne worlde; and from Chriſt vntothe end ofthe 
worldethelaſt. From Adam to Moiſes,and from 
Moyſes vnto Chriſt is ſer downe in holy writte, Let 
vs now ſearch whathath beene the practiſe in this 
laſtage ofthe worldofallapges of men, 
For euery age of the world containeth-many ages 
of men. Firſt therefore (as Itolde you) euen inthe 
Apoſtles times,the myſtery of iniquitie begon to be 
put in practiſe:for euen then Ebion and Cerinthus, 
as | tolde you, Simon Magus, Baſllides, and Nicolas 
begon to fer abroach rheic damnable hereſies. After 
the Apoſtles ages there aroſc yet more malitious & 
wicked men then theſe,as Marcion,Manes, Marcus 
Magius, Valentius and many others.But in this our 
agethis practiſe groweth _ day worſe & worſe:

Rewrla.20.3. thetime of his impriſonment being ex- 
pired,is now let looſe and come intothe world. And 
as his kingdome decreaſcth by the haſtening of the 
comming of Chriſt;ſo his malice increafeth,and he 
doth more vex and trouble the church:which cruel- 
tic of his that wee may the better diſcouer, it wil not 
be amiſle to ſet downe vnto you hue alterations of 
church ſtatesin'this laſt age ofthe world. The firſt,

ypon the truth, as the night ſtealeth vppon the day. 
And rtherfore the beſt way to try his truth\jis to trace 
him inthe trae ofhis own traCate. 
The myſteries of religionareout ofthe reach 0 
reaſon: which is the reaſun that God hath giuen vn- 
to hisa larger hande of faith to apprehende them. 


Which faith, laieth the foundation Chriſt , in the 


authoritie of diuine and infallib'e truth , by yeelding 


the minde belecuing without doubr, andobedient 


without diſcourſe, Hitherto as I thinke we go toge- 

ther.

Secondly the teſtimony of Ieſus is the ſpirit of pro- 
pheſic,as ſaith the ſpirit of Godin the 1 9..of the Ze- 
ela. Io. and theretore thoſe bookes of holie writ, 
that either propheſie or beare witneſle of Ieſus;they 
haue the teſtimony of the ſpirit that they are the 
word of God : which is one way to knowe boththe 
number and the dignity of the ſcriptures. Again; 
the Analogy; offaith is another way by which wee 
reckon, and make reckoning of ſcriptures. Thoſe 
bookes of holy writthatteach Chriſt and nothing 
contray to the analogy of faith , thoſe we make rec- 
koning of as canonicall; thoſe thatbe otherwiſe we 
reie asapocripha. And this analogy of faith is no 
- mutable,bur a moſt ſufficictdireQis to thoſey haue 
rrue faith. It therefore the Papiſts miſlike this rule of 
analogy of faith, itisa doubt they do miſdoubrthey 
haue truefaich', Thirdly , onefcripture compared 
by another,doth ſhew which is ſcripture: the worde 
is like the words of Chrilt who ſpake with authority 
andnotasthe Phariſies. Sois there inthe wordeof 
God, ſuch an aſſurance and a maieſty whichis not 
robefoundin the word of man. I wil giue youa _

the world could not containe the books that ſhould 
be written. What an aſſurance is here? we know his 
teſtimony is true : whata maieſty? the world is too 
little forir , On the other ſide,readethe laſt ofthe ſe- 
cond of Machabees and the laſt verſe ſaue one. IfI 
haue don wel,8& as the {tory required, itis the thing 
that I deſired;but if I haue ſpokenſlenderly,itisthar 
I could, Whata weakeneſle is heres heeknewe not. 
whether he had done wel orno. If I haue done wel, 
&c. and what a baſeneſſe? Itis all that I coulde. In 
like ſort,if you compare other places of other books 
canonicall and apocripha, you ſhall finde that the 
word of God is all ſincere /ize ceramelt, hony with-. 
out waxe,truth without toies. But the word of man, 
fay it hath alittle hony, ſometruth,yer if you looke 
into it with a ſingle cic you ſhall finde much waxe, 
many ridiculous totes of humane inuentions. And 
therefore the copariſon of ſcriptureis a rightrouch- 
ſtone of ſcripture. Wherefore if the teſtimony of 
the ſpirit, the analogy of faith, and the conformitie 
ofthe word of God bee conſtant and diuine: then is 
our beliefe warranted with more ſufficient , and di- 
uinc authority, then that that dependeth vppon the 
church, and ispinnedto thePope hisſlecue.

This ex fide, out of 
faith, argueth a priority of faith : why then you will 
fay,hc that hath faith,mayliue without caresfor repen- 
tance commeth with it. I, but yet you muſt know, that 
wherefaith and repentance be,there muſt needes bee 
care. For the firlt of the ſeuen affetions of repen- 
cance, inthe ſecond tothe Corin.7,11.is, great care.
